THE DISPOSITION OF OUR . 
AGE. 


As the time approaches when our in- 
terior sewer system will be completed. 
it is fitting to consider ways and means 
for disposing of the sewage that will 
be delivered by that system to the 
southwest corner of the city, We may 
profit by the experience of some Euro- 
pean cities in this direction. 

From a recent article in Harper’s 
Magazine we learn that in 1876 a 
drainage and sewage union was 
formed with the towns close around 
Birmingham, making up an aggregate 
population of 605,594 souls. The 
Drainage Board of this union manages 
a farm of 1200 acres in the Tame 
Valley. The sewage is conveyed to it 
through an 8-foot conduit, and is 
passed through the land by an extensive 
system of filtration by gravity, after 
which the effluent reaches the Tame 
River near by, in the condition of pure 
water. The sludge remaining after the 
disposal of the fluid is dug into the 
land. The meat, milk and vegetables 
grown on the farm and sold from 
it annually realize nearly £25,000, It 
is insisted that in time the system will 
yield enough to pay its cost. 

In dealing with the problem, the au- 
thorities separate the night soil and 
ashes from the sewage. The night soil 
is controlled by what is called the pan 
system; metal pans, capacious enough 
for a week's use, being periodically 
carted away in elosed wagons, which 
also remove the ashes collected in a 
tub in each yard. The wagons are not 
offensive and the depositing station 
presents a view of flowers and sbrub- 
bery outside its enclosure. Here the 
night soll is dried, and sold as pou- 
drette, or patent manure. There is a

tric railway company, which is now be- 
fore the Council, is for fifty years. 
According to tho term of the franchise, 
work is to be commenced on the road 
within sixty days; six miles are to be 
completed and in operation within one 
year from the time of granting the 
franchise, and the whole road is to be 
completed within three years. 

The projectors claim that if the fran- 
chise is yranted them, they will do 
better than the foregoing requirement; 
that they will commence work within 
thirty days, and complete the road 
within twelve. months. 

To fully appreciate the magnitude 
of the enterprise, it is necessary to 
study a map ofthe city on which the 
route of the railroad has been marked 
out. Itcovers,as nearly as can be 
judged, about fifteen miles of streets. 
There is one main line covering a cir- 
cuitous route, with four branches. 
The main line starts from a point on 
the Mission road beyond the County 
Hospital, where the Southern Pacific 
Railroad crosses, and runs thence 
through East Los Angeles by Hansen, 
Hawkins and Daly streets and Dow- 


ney avenue, to Buena Vista street, 


along which thoroughfare it runs, and 
thence by the Plaza, Main, Spring, 
Second, Main again, Winston, San 
Pedro and Fifth streets to the Arcade 
depot; hence down Fourth and 
Third to the Santa Fé depot, and then 
by Vignes and Aliso streets across 
the river, and easterly by 
Summit, Michigan and Pennsyl- 
vania avenues to Evergreen Cemetery. 
A branch starts at the Arcade depot 
and runs straight out Sixth and Ward 
streets to the western city limits. A 
second branch, beginning at the corner 
of Main and Third, reaches the south- 
western limits of the city by Broad- 
way, Tenth, Flower, Washington, Es- 
trella, Twenty-third, Scarff, Adams 
and Hoover streets. A third branch 
runs along Bellevue avenue, Philadel- 
phia and Alpine streets to the location 
of the Los Angeles and Pacific Rail- 
road depot at the Sisters’ Hospital. 
The fourth branch is a short one from 
the corner of Aliso and Los Angeles 
streets, along the south side of the 
Plaza to Main.

tension. The short branch to the end 


of the now disused Los Angeles and 
Pacific, or “Foothill” road, 
as if the rumored conversion 
of that line into an electric road may 
one day become an accomplishéd fact.

Assurance has also been given that 


this project rests upon a solid founda- 
tion—that the men who are behind it 
are financially well equipped and mean 
business. There will probably be 
some opposition from the cable com- 
pany, whose territory is tosome extent 
infringed upon by the new enterprise; 
but new street railroads are bound to 
come, sooner or later, and if the pro- 
jectors of this system have sufficient 
faith in the future of the city to invest 
so large a sum of money as will be re- 
quired in this manner, the citizens and 
Council of Los Angeles should cer- 
tainly welcome them and afford them 
every reasonable encouragement after 


exacting proper safeguards. If the 
project is carried out in good faith, as 


outlined, it will certainly bea great 
thing for the city, and should receive 
the sanction of the Council.

tomers. How much of his stock he had 
still on hand when the eyes of collectors 
were opened has not been recorded, but 
there is no doubt that what he bought so 
casually would now be worth several thou- 
sand pounds.—Blackwood’s Magazine. 


Remedies for Warts. 
Warts are due to some loral irritation of 


the cuticle. They can be easily removed 
by small doses of sulphate of esia, 
taken internally. Children with 


three grain doses of Epsom salta morning 
and evening were promptly cured. M. 
Aubert cites the case of a woman whose 
face was disfigured by these excrescences 
cured in a month by a. 
dram and a half of magnesia taken 
daily. Another medical man reports a 
case of very large warts which dsappeared 
in a fortnight from a daily administration 
of ten ns of the salts. <A still simpler 
but effective cure is external—mere rub- 
bing of the wart at frequent intervals of 
the day. This persistent agitrition or 
seems to displace the rocé, and in 
a short time the wart disappegrs.—De- 
troit Free Press.

Three Kinds of American Negroes. 


Dr. Broadus, in a lecture on the colored . 


ple at Chautauqua, said that there were 

this country three distinct races—just 
as distinct as Mexicans and Yankees, 
First, there were the brown negroes, not 
very numerous. Most people suppose that 
they have white blood in their veins, “but 
Iam told,” said he, that in the Niger coun- 
try there are brown negroes who surpass 
their black brothers in strength and intelli- 
gence, and thereis race prejudice among 
them against the black negroes, a preju- 
dice that I have frequently noticed in the 
south. ‘Iain’t gwine to marry no black 
niggah’ is a frequent expression among 
the brown negroes. Then there are the 
black negroes with good feature, also com- 
paratively few in numbers. They have 
thin noses and lips and high foreheads, and 
are superior physically and mentally to 
the other blacks. Lastly are the great 
mass of negroes of a lower order physical- 
ly and mentally.” 

Dr. Broadus said it might be supposed 
that the slave traders would have tried to 
get the better men in preference to the 
lower grades. But the reason why they did 
not was obvious. The stronger and more in- 
telligent negroes lived in the interior of 
Africa and were not easy to get at. Then, 


too, they bad subdued the weaker tribes, 


and in bartering for slaves naturally these 
weaker people would be sold. These weak- 
er tribes came from the Guinea and Congo 
coasts. Dr. Broadus said he had invaria- 
bly found that when a negro manifested 


uncommon intelligence and rose superior’ 


to the ordinary plane of his race he wis 
either a mulatto or a brown negro, or a 
oo negro with good features.—Buffalo
